There is no available information as to what part 
of Germany was the home of the Fornwald family. 
The original meaning of the name is variously given 
as “Far woods/* From the Woods** and “Fern 
. Woods/’ The first record of any of the name which 
we have been able to find is in volume XVII, 
second series Penn, archives, page 311, showing that 
Jacob Vornwald came from Rotterdam in the ship 
Edinburg, qualifying on August 13, 1750. In 1753 
Jacob Fornwald paid taxes on 30 acres of land in 
Manheim township, Lancaster county (third arch-

Lutheran church of Lancaster, volume III page 267 
Perma. German Society, show the birth of Jacob 
Verenwald son of Johann Michael and Eva on Jan. 

Page 290 of the same volume records the 
birth of Johann Vomboldt, son of Johann and Eva, 
on Aug. 30, 1773. Volume IV, page 206 shows the 
birth of Catharine Fornwald, daughter of Johannes 
and Eva, Oct. 21, 1779. She was baptized Dec. 26, 
1779. On page 238 same volume appears the birth 
of Joh. Adam, son of Johannes and Eva Fornwald, 
Sept. 28, 1784, baptized Oct. 12, 1784. 

Record book KK Lancaster Court House, page- 
267 shows that John Furnwalt, yeoman, and Eve his 
wife, sold to George Hyer in 17S0 land bought by 
him from John and Barbara Musser May 26, 1778. 
Page 603 he sold land Nov. 8, 17S8. Sept. 20, 1786 he 
sold to Elizabeth Groff for 350 pounds in gold or 
silver, a house and lot on Orange street near Duke 
street in Lancaster; which he bought from Jacob 
Stofft May l, 1784.; Here the name is spelled Forn- 
walt. From the fact that several of these names 
appear later in the family it would seem that decent 
from these persons was direct but the connecting 
links are not yet found. 

In addition to the items given above the Penna. 
archives volume 17,. page 219 and page 429 shows 
that Lorance Fornwald or Lorent Fomwall paid 
taxes in Manheim township Lancaster Co. on 200 
acres land, 2 horses and 2 cows.

1. John Philip Rupert served four years in the 
British army at the time of the capture of Canada 
from the French. He also served several terms as 
an officer in the Continental army, being stationed at 
Trenton during the fight for the taking of that town. 

i • Unfortunately, there are no data obtainable as to 
| particulars of these events, information being only 
I such as has been handed down through family tradi¬ 
tion. In the archives of the State of Pennsylvania, 
second series, volume XIV., page 257, under the 
i heading “Associated Battalions and Maltha from 
1 Berks County in the Revolutionary War” is found 
v. the following:—

2. Ann Elizabeth Fornwald, daughter of John 
Philip Rupert, has often told in the hearing of the 
writer, C. S. Fornwald, of crossing the Catawissa 
creek in a canoe while enroute with her parents 
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from Reading to 2 point in what is now the village of 
Rupert, Pa. During this crossing she held in her lap 
Catharine, daughter of Leonard Rupert and Sally 
Bright. From the landing place at what is now Cat- 
*a\viss3 they went r> their destination on horseback 
by a path which was then the only road between the 
two points. A log house was built without any cel¬ 
lar. The logs composing the floor were so poorly ; 
fitted together that the snakes would frequently poke j 
their heads through the cracks, and Elizabeth was j 
often compelled to take the fire stick to chase them : 
otF. Part of the original log house, as well as the old i 
spring house, is still standing. Catharine Rupert ; 
afterwards married Joseph Paxton and died some . 
years ago in a comfortable mansion, fc *Brighrstdes, M 
near the site of the old log cabin. She was at the ; 
time of her death over one hundred years old. 

3.. Peter Fornwa'd was a hatter and settled at 
Catawissa at some date prior to 1795. In those days 
money was not: plentiful and the usual way of pro¬ 
curing necessaries was to barter something else for 
them. Some c>f the old residents of Catawissa still 
tell of going with th-dr fathers to trade a load of cord 
wood for hats at th-- old >hop on what is now Water 
street. Peter Fornvaid propagated the apple var¬ 
iously known as th; Fornwalder, Foldewater, Falla- 
water or Fallenwa _*r. The older residents of Cata- 
wissa have variou:.; l; counts of how he secured the 
first seed. One is hat he found the apple floating in 
Catawissa creek ; . other that he heard it fall in the 

creek and fished i at. At any rate. however, he 


1 secured the seed ; the fact remains that the resulting 

* tree was a new variety and became locally noted. 

( One of his grandsons, C. S. F., remembers seeing 

the original tree and eating some of its fruit. This 
tree was sacrificed to the cause of progress, being cut 
; down to make way for the track of the Catawissa 
i railroad, which now passes through the yard which 

i surrounded the house and shop of Peter Fornwald.
